DENG XLAOPING URGED TO END SINO-VLETNAMESE WAR 
OW121407 (Clandestine) Ba Yi Radio in Mandarin to China 1400 GMT 11 Jul 61 


[Text] After the defensive counterattack, Comrade Deng Xiaoping gave the 
inetruction: Two armies should be stationed indefinitely on the Sino-Vietnamese 
border. Fight acrose the border in one sector today and pull back tomorrow. 
Then let the troope in another sector fight their way across the border the 

day after tomorrow and pull back the following day. We have several million 
troops in our country. Stationing one or two armies there, with a little 
support from the country as 4 whole, is no problem. 


Later on, because of the opposition by comrades Chen Yun, Ye Jianying, Hua 
Guofeng anc others, the war was prevented from dragging on. However, 

Comrade Deng Xiaoping's attitude in taking war as a trifling matter has resulted 
in a serious situation in which armed conflicts between China and Vietnam have 
continued for years with no end in sight. 


At present, Vietnamese border defense forces number about 150,000 men. Our 
forces stationed on the Sino-Vietnamese border are more than double the number 
of Vietnamese troops, instead of the two armies originally suggested by 


Comrade Deng Xiaoping. 


The confrontation has disrupted our original national defense budget. Military 
expenditures (?for the attack on Vietnam exceeded 3.4 billion yuan). Since 
March 1979, general expenditures and combat expenditures by forces stationed on 
the Sino-Vietnamese border have run to over 2.5 billion yuan. 


Moreover, both Chinese and Vietnamese personnel are killed or wounded meaningless ly 
almost daily. Sometimes, fightings like the one that occurred in the border area 
of Malipo County, result in hundreds of casualties. As a result, the state has 

to distribute relief funds almost daily to families of soldiers just killed in 
action. This is not all. How many family tragedies are created eacy day? 

How many parents will lose their sone, wives their husbands and children their 
fathers’ 


As a soldier, one should be prepared at all times to give one's life for the 
country and people. However, the sacrifice should serve some purpose. What is 
the meaning of the mutual killings along the border? 








What is even more serious is that Comrade Deng Xiaoping's tactics of no war, 

no peace and ceaseless minor conflicts inevitably will bring serious losses 

te our country, On the one hand, the military expenditures fur troops 
atationed in Guangxi and Yunnan have increased enormously in the past 2 years, 
adversely affecting the country's economic construction and, particularly, the 
modernization of the army, On the other hand, the heavy concentration of troops 
has caused supply probleme in the border areas of Guangxi and Yunnan. Faced 
with the threat of a major war, the people in the border areas are in constant 
fear and cannot attend te production, and large tracts of good farmland are 
left unattended, 


let the mischiefmaker undo the mischief. The attack on Vietnam and the ongoing 
border war between China and Vietnam were (’atarted) by Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
when he wae the chief of the General Staff and in charge of the work of the 
military commission, Now that he is formally elected chairman of the military 
commission by the Sixth Plenary Session of the lith CCP Central Committee, he 
should proceed from the interests of the state and the army and put an end to 
the estate of war between China and Vietnam aa soon a8 possible.

DEEDS, SPIRIT Or HERO LIN ZEXU PRAISED 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 4 Jun 61 p 5 
[Article by Yang Guozhen [2799 0948 2823): “Devoted Patriotiam in Crisis") 


{Text} When Lin Zexu [2651 0463 1776], the national hero, wae exiled to Ili, 
Xinjiang, a victim of persecution with his lofty aspirations unrealized, he wrote 
4 poem entitled “To My Family as I Am Setting Out For a Long Journey." It reads, 
"Il have long been tired because my burden is heavy and my ability is limited. A 
drain of my residual strength would definitely make it impossible for me to hold 
out. However, I shall not hesitate to go to the aid of my country regardless of 
what will happen to me since personal fortunes are not my primary concern.” In 
this poem, he manifested absolute loyalty to his country without giving thought 
to his own safety. 


Opium was used to poison China by the British aggressors. It devoured lives and 
properties of millions of Chinese people resulting in degenerated public morality, 
deteriorated health of the people, weakened national strength, and a collapsed 
economy. The decadent ruling clique of the Qing Dynasty yielded to the aggressors 
by taking a laissez-faire attitude towards this narcotic drug. Witnessing the 
frightful harm, patriots among the broad masses of the people and the landlords 
roared fiercefully for a ban on opium. In 1638, the royal court of the Qing 
Dynasty, under the strong pressure of public opinion, had no choice but to set 

off a debate on a memorial appealing for banning opium submitted to the throne 

by Huang Juezi [7806 3635 3320). At that time, Lin Zexu was Viceroy of Hunan and 
Guangdong. He submitted a memorial to the throne to support the stand of Huang 
Juezi to strictly ban opium. Prevailing over all dissenting views, he requested 
Emperor Daoguang to make his mind up to forbid opium smoking and the opium trade 
and, at the same time, he rigorously enforced his policy of banning opium in Hunan 
and Guangdong. At that time, bureaucrats opposing an opium ban were an overwhelm- 
ing majority in the Court. Lin Zexu, with his absolute loyalty, submitted a pri- 
vate memorial to the throne determinedly pointing out: “Witnessing the present 
crisis, I am afraid if we don't have a plan to deal with the situation, the oppor- 
tunity will be gone forever." He also warned: “If we remain indifferent towards 
it, after a few decades, China may no longer have soldiers who are able to fight 
against the enemy, nor would there be enough money to pay our soldiers!" Emperor 
Daoguang, who was moved by the circumspect and farsighted words and was impressed 
with the successes achieved in both Hunan and Guangdong, announced an imperial 











decree to summon .in Zexu to the capital. Lin was then appointed Imperial Commia- 
sioner with the rank of Minister of War and Deputy Censor of the Court of Censors. 
He was despatched to Guangdong to carry out his mission of banning opium, 


As the responsibility was falling upon him in the hour of danger, he was full of 
mixed feelings. Emperor Daoguang coiferred on him exceptional, full power to act 
on behalf of the Son of Heaven, Therefore, he could rely on the confidence en- 
trusted to him by the Emperor to carry out his policy of banning opium. However, 
this mission was a rigorous one. The British aggressor refused to cooperate, the 
domestic opium smugglers and smokers did not want to give up and the bribed, cor- 
rupt bureaucrats and soldiers also fought desperately to resist or obstruct the 
ban. Especially arrogant, powerful high-ranking officials who were close to Em 
peror Daoguang such as the First Minister of Defense Mu Zhang E [4476 1757 7093) 
already uttered frightening words and showed signa of unhappiness when Lin Zexu 
was appointed. Lin Zexu was a man of insight. He soberly saw that, in history, 
4 general would never be able to render meritorious service on the battlefield 
while influential officials in the court are opposed to him. Therefore, prac- 
tically it was difficult to avoid following the same o)d disastrous path of Yue 
Fei who was “recalled by repeated urgent imperial ediccs before the enemy was de- 
feated." He, therefore, deemed that his present mission was “to go to the aid of 
his country in spite of dangers and difficulties." However, the misery of the 
nation evoked his patriotic spirit which caused him to resolve to dedicate him 
self to uprooting the frightful harm of opium. 


On the eve of his departure, he visited his teacher Shen Weiqiao [3088 4850 6855/ 
0628) in the capital to bid him farewell. While Shen Weiqiao was worrying about 
his future, Lin Zexu, his eyes brimming with tears, said emotionally: "Life and 
death are decreed and success and failure are destined. I shall do whatever is 
in the interests of the country without bringing disgrace to my teacher!" Gong 
Zizhen [78695 5261 3791], a friend of Lin, gave him parting words in writing hop- 
ing that he would accomplish his mission victoriously. Lin Zexu wrote in reply 
expressing his appreciation and determination. A forceful movement to ban opium 
and a just and forceful measure to destroy opium in Humen [5706 7024] immediately 
came into effect. 


However, what was given to Lin Zexu by the court of the Qing Dynasty was unfair 
punishment. When the British aggressors were in a premeditated way carrying out 
armed provocation by capturing Dinghai [1353 3189) and pressing on towards Dagukou 
[1129 3114 0656), a swarm of crafty sycophants attacked him one after another 
framing him into “provoking a dispute” by taking measures banning opium. Yield- 
ing to the pressure of the British imperialists, Emperor Daoguang successively 
issued imperial decrees to reprimand him. An unwarranted charge of “bringing 
calamity to the country and the people" was levelled against Lin Zexu for which 
he was discharged from his post and investigated. Facing imperial reprimand, 

Lin Zexu, who had to bow in submission to the authority of the throne, was very 
worried and indignant. What still lingered in his mind was the overall situation 
associated with banning opium and resisting the British. In an almost hopeless 
situation, he seized one last opportunity with absolute loyalty to submit to the 
Emperor a confidential memorial stating that things regarding foreign countries 
must not be put aside. At the end of the memorial, he expressed: "Since I have 
submitted to Your Majesty a memorial admitting my error and asking for punishment 








for mishandling affairs regarding foreign countries, how can I dare present any 
superficial remarks. However, for anything in the interests of the country, I shall 
be ready to devote my life without hesitation. If I were exceptionally pardoned 

by the grace of Your Majesty, or be instructed to atone for my crimes by working 

in the army in Zhejiang Province, I would rack my brains with absolute loyalty in 
order to recover." (page 885, Vol 2, "The Collected Works of Lin Zexu--Manusc ripts 
of Memorials To The Throne") Inatead of changing his views, Emperor Daoguang re- 
futed and rebuked: "It's groundless and detestable." “It's all nonsenge." He 
then mailed the memorial to Qi Shan [3823 0810!, a court fool who was on his way 

to Guangdong to negotiate peace, to investigate case by case and decide on the 
nature of the guilt. 


On his arrival in Guangdong, Qi Shan was arrogant enough and iatended to put Lin 
Zexu to death. He rigorously fought against what had been done by Lin Zexu and 
yielded to demands put forward by the British army that eventually caused crushing 
defeats in both battles of Dajiaoshajiao [1129 6037 3097 6037) and Humen. As a re- 
sult, Hong Kong was in a humiliating way ceded to britain. In the face of adver- 
sity but inspiring awe by upholding justice, Lin Zexu was determined to “reason 
things out no matter how bad the outcome would be" in order to fight against Qi 
Shan. At the same time, he also convinced Governor Yi Liang [1837 5328) of Guang- 
dong to present a confidential memorial to the throue impeaching Qi Shan for his 
crime of giving Hong Kong away to Britain. Once again, he edicated his absolute 
loyalty to the country at a critical time of national emergency. 


Traitor Qi Shan was overthrown. The Qing government declared war against Britain 
and Yi Shan [1704 1472] was despatched to Guangdong to take command of military 
affairs. However, Lin Zexu was repelled. He was sent to the military camp in 
Zhenhai of Zhejiang Province to “wait for imperial instructions." Yi Shan soon 
suffered a crushing defeat and it was Lin Zexu who became the "scapegoat" and 

was exiled to Ili, Xinjiang. On the way, he once turned halfway back to the con- 
struction site at Donghe to regulate rivers in order to “render service to redeem 
oneself for a crime." He arrived at the place of exile in the winter of 1842 after 
the completion of the construction work. At that time, he was too sick to prop 
himself up. Besides, in a world of snow and ice, severe cold also caused him 
suffering. However, all this could not prevent him from carrying forward his 
patriotic thinking. He was concerned about our territory which had been ravaged 
by the enemy. He could “even hear the beat of the battle acums far away in the 
east of the lower reaches of the Changjiang” in his dreams. He emotionally pon- 
dered the backwardness and lack of defense of the frontiers and willingly devoted 
his remaining years to his country. Although he was de)icate in health, he con- 
tributed his own funds to initiate the Longkou [7893 0656] construction project 
with amazing willpower to build irrigation canals in the Ili reclamation area. 

He also spent nearly 1 year to shuttle back and forth acro.s an area of 30,000 

li in south Xinjiang on horseback to survey the acreage of w+steland available 
for carrying out water conservancy projects. In addition, he promoted "kajing" 
(kanjing--an irrigation system of wells connected by underground channels) in 
Tulufan [0685 7627 3972]. Discontent with losing the Opium War, he appealed for 
“mending the fold even after some of the sheep have been lost" and “movin, faggots 
away in order to prevent fire." He not only applied himself to the study of the 
situation on both sides of the border area with great concentration, ut he also 














encouraged Kai Ming E (7030 2494 7093], the leading official in Ili, to draw a 
"Ka Wai Yu Tu" (0595 1120 6559 0956) to guard againet border invasion of the enemy 
in the north. Later, he became the first person to cry out his lasting and weii- 
known saying, “Russia will eventually become trouble to China." 


Lin Zexu spent 3 full years in the place of exile. In the winter of 1845, he was 
again appointed governor of Shaanxi and concurrently Viceroy of Yunnan and Guizhou. 
In the winter of 1849, he retired because of poor health and old age. In the late 
spring of the next year, he returned to his native town. As a result of the 
failure of the Opium War, Fuzhou was one of the five ports opened to foreign trade. 
in the same year, the British violated the treaty and entered the city of Fuzhou 
renting Shenguangsi (4377 0342 1408), a temple, which was used as their residence. 
win Zexu, who “lived in seclusion" at that time, once again gave up his leisurely 
and comfortable family life to come out to resist. Despite the attack of what is 
called “making everything his own business and fishing for fame" coming from Liu 
Yunke [0491 730] 3784), governor of Fujian and Zhejiang, he took the lead to unite 
the gentry calling for driving the British out. Although suffering severely from 
Lingering respiratory diseases, he continued to personally inspect the seaport of 
Wuhumen [0063 5706 7024] by boat. 


"It has been an epic and a heroic story of the seriously distressed Chinese na- 
tion during the past 100 years to see outstanding people advancing wave upon wave 
to struggle and sacrifice in searching after the truth for saving the country and 
the people." The patriotic spirit and devotion manifested by Lin Zexu at the 
Lime of national emergency has inspired his successors to carry out indomitable 
struggies to resist foreign aggression and to revitalize China.

[Text) im r.cent years many mistakes have been made in army building and army 
cadre ranke have suffered tremendous losses, Facts show that thie has something

then general secretary of the party Central Committee secretariat, did not support 
the correct opinions of some comrades. Moreover, he was the first to advocate 
dealing seriously with Peng Dehuai and other leading comrades of our army. 








When he resumed work the first time in the later stages of the cultural revolution, 
he presided over the work of the party, Central Committee and ite military 
commission, The firer tiing he did was to suggest to Chairman Mao that the 
commanders of the eight military regions be reshuffled, because the leadership 

of the army is so powerful as to dominate a region, which would make it impossible 
for the generals and soldiers to know each other, 


After resuming work the second time, Comrade Deng Xiaoping used the power in his 
hands to purge army cadres at various levels on an unprecedentedly large scale

\Text] Prior to the convocation of 4 plenary session of the CCP Central Committee 
or a national party congress, the secretariat of the party Central Comittee 
Maturally must do some preparatory work, This is conducive to the smooth running 
of the plenary session or party congress, to the discussion of the important 
issues and to the adoption of a correct resolution in dealing with these issues.

However, what the secretariat is doing right now far 
exceeds thie limit. On the basis of the instruction issved by the highest 
authority, the secretariat has already prepared an “honor roll” of Central 
Committee members and alternate members for the 12th National CCP Congress. 

From this 
list, we can clearly see that on the list are those who have been loyal to the 
person with the highest authority, himself, over the past few years. Many people 
vho enjoy popular confidence are not on the list of candidates prepared by the 
secretariat because they are not to that person's Liking. On the above-mentioned 
list of candidates, the number of candidates from the PLA to the 12th CCP 
Central Committee has been greatly reduced. The secretariat has even instructed 
the party committees of various military districts and of various arms and 
services of the PLA not to recommend those army cadres who enjoy high prestige 
and command universal respect as the army's deputies to the forthcoming 12th 
National CCP Congress. 
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To put it bluntly, thie kind of imperious and despotic act which tramples upon 
the righte of the party members in the army is aimed at reducing the number of 
army deputies to the 12th National CCP Congress and curbing the influence of the 
deputies from the army during the forthcoming National OCP Congress. Also, by 
greatly reducing the number of members from the army in the CCP Central Committee, 
the secretariat is trying to curb the influence of the army in the organs under 
the party Central Committee, 


In short, by adopting this measure, this person of the central authority seeks 
to make the army play 4 secondary role in the political Life of the party and 
the state, to etrengthen his control over the CCP Central Committee and ite 
military commission, and to consolidate his power in the party and @.vernment, 
However, we must keep in mind the serious lesson pointed out by the resolution 
of the Sixth Plenary Session of the Lith CCP Central Committee, This lesson 
is none other than a handful of people resorting to despicable means and using 
the party's congresses to control the CCP Central Committee and its military 
commission during the 9th National CCP Congress and the 10th National CCP 
congress so as to consolidate their power in the party and government. On the 
basis of the resolution adopted by the party's Sixth Plenary Session and the 
lesson we have learned from history, we should never allow an individual of the 
central authority to adopt this shameful method to pursue private ends under the 
pretext of preparing for the 12th National CCP Congress.

UNSETTLED CASES INVOLVING PLA CADRES DISCUSSED

[Text) At present, actions are still pending on nearly 10,000 unsettled cases 
in the army. Judging by today's principles of law, most of these cases are 
unjust, falee and wrong cases that must be promptly redressed, reversed and 
corrected, Moreover, in the cases of some of the alleged suspects in custody, 
even though they apparently were involved to a certain degree in the Lin Biao 
case, the sentences they would have received-<if they were tried etrictly 
according to procedures of law and if what they did was judged in the light 
of the historical conditions of that time--could not be longer than the time 
they have already spent in prison. The fact that these comrades have not 
been given a fair trial yet is directly related to Comrade Deng Xiaoping 's 
prejudice against army cadres. 


it should be noted that the Lin Biao case took place at the same time when 

the “gang of four" and company were going all out to seize power and vigorously 
engaged in conspiratorial activities. At that time, the special role played 
by army cadres in party and government organizations, industrial and mining 
enterprises and universities and colleges throughout the country was a major 
obstacle to the attempt of Jiang Qing and company to usurp party and state 
power. Exactly becauee of this, the “gang of four" and their sworn followers 
feared and hated owr ormy cadres. So, after the so-called Lin Biao case, 
especially after the fabrication of the “outline of ‘Project 571,'" the 

“gang of four” intensified their efforts to overthrow and persecute army cadres, 
particularly cadres of the general staff headquarters, the air force, the navy 
and the Nanjing PLA units.

Most of them are imprisoned 
because they raised objections to the changes made in the past few years or 
expressed dissatisfaction about the cadre policy. 








It should be pointed out that Comrade Deng Xiaoping's insistence, since he 
resumed party, govermment and army powers, on criticizing and handling the 
Lin Biae question of many years ago and linking with it the question of the 
“gang of four" is in iteelf prompted by ulterior motives, We is trying to 
shift ae much as possible the bitter hatred of the whole party, the whole army 
and the people of the whole country against the evil “gang of four" onto our 
army cadres, This is one of the reasons that the cases of the army cadres in 
custody have not been solved for a long period of tim, 


More important, however, is that Comrade Deng Xiaoping stressed in the speech 
he made at a meeting of the military commission that in redressing cases of 
army cadres it is necessary to be careful and not to act with undue haste, and 
that at present quite a number of army cadres are still ideologically tied in 
a hundred and one waye with Lin Biao and company, Since then, the military 
juetice departments have been afraid to boldly and seriously handle cases of 
army cadres, 


lt was pointed out at the Wd plenary session of the llth OCP Central Committee 
that from now on our country should practice rule by law, that everyone is equal 
before the law and that we should oppose disregard of the law by any person. 
However, in the handling of probleme in the army left over from history, 
eepecially the trial of the army cadres now in custody, the law is still being 
ignored and the subjective will of one person still prevails.

|\Text) Editor's Note: Comrade Xu Shiyou's revolutionary memoira entitled 
"My 16 Years’ Stay in Shandung” will soon be published and diatributed by the 
Shandong People's Publishing House. This book contains authentic and lively 
records of how the army and the people in Shandong, under the leadership of 
the party and under the guidance of Comrade Mao Zedong's military strategic 
thought, achieved unity between the army and the government, between the army 
and the people and between officers and men; united as one man; fought bloody 
battles; used millet plus rifles to defeat the enemies who had bread plus 
artillery; and made outstanding contributions to liberating the Chinese nation 
and founding new Giina. The following article "The Capture of Jinan" is 
selected from his book for our readers’ study. [end of Editor's Note] 


The Jinan campaign was a storming of heavily fortified urban positions carried 
out on the largest scale in the Shandong theater during the war of liberation 
and was also the Last major campaign to completely wipe out remnants of the 
enemy forces in Shandong and liberate all Shandong. 


A Serious Battie 


Jinan then had « population of over 700,000. It was linked to both the Tianjin- 
Pukowu railway anc the Qingdao-Jinan railway. it faces the Huanghe to the north 
and leans on Taisxan to the south. Jinan was headquarters of the Kuomintang 
Shandong Province al Government and the second pacification region. It was the 
Kuomintang reactionaries’ biggest well-fortified city in Shandong. The capture 
of Jinan was a component part of the plan for a strategically decisive engagement 
formulated by the Central Military Commission and Chairman Mao. At that time, 
the war of liberation had reached the decisive stage in striving for nationwide 
victory. We had more than 2.8 million troops. During our strategic counter- 
attacks launched on various battlefields, our troops went from victory to victory, 
grew stronger with the fighting, brought about fundamental changes in the war 
situation as a whole and had the initiative in the war. Although the enemies 
still held the temporary upper hand in the number of troops, arms and military 
equipment, and in the total area of governed regions and population, the total 
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number of their troops had been reduced from 4,3 million at the beginning of the 
war to 3,6 million then, This reduction in military strength was caused by the 
fact that the Kuomintang troops had been constantly wiped out in various bactle- 
fields, Of the then 3.6 million troops, only 1.7 million regulars could be used 
in the forefront, The enemy troops’ morale was very low; there was a panicky 
feeling within the ruling clique; and the enemy region was beset with feelings 
of panic and failure, After taking the whole strategic situation into account 
and making a penetrating analysis of the changes in the balance of forces 
between the enemy and ourselves, the Central Military Commission and “hairman Mao 
noted that the time was ripe for the PLA to fight atrategically decisive 
engagements againat the Kuomintang troops. While deploying the northeast field 
army to carry out the massive Liaoxi-Shenyang campaign, they ordered the east 
China field army to launch the Jinan campaign in order to wipe out thie obstinate 
fortress in the hinterland of Shandong where the enemy had entrenched themselves. 
Swiftly capturing Jinan and liberating the whole of Shandong would not only 
provide strategic support for the Liaoxi-Shenyang campaign but also join together 
the eastern and northern liberated areas, relieve the east China field army from 
the fear of disturbance in the rear, enable thie field army to achieve a still 
higher degree of concentration and mobility, and enable it and the central plain 
field army to jointly carry out new strategically decisive campaigns against the 
Kuomintang forces in the Xuzhou-Bengbu area, 


The capture of Jinan was a serious blow against the enemy's principle of 
“tenaciously defending the central plain.” The Xuzhou-Bengbu area was the gateway 
which provided a defense for the Kuomintang den, Nanjing; Jinan was an important 
fortress for protecting Xuzhou. A Kuomintang policymaker declared: "If by any 
chance Jinan falls, Xuzhou could not be held and the security of our national 
capital Nanjing would certainly be seriously threatened, Moreover, if Jinan falls, 
this would also have harmful international repercussions." Following our army's 
great victory in Laiwu in February 1947, Chiang Kai-shek, who was very afraid that 
the security of Jinan would be threatened, hurriedly flew to Jinan on the afternoon 
of the same day in which the group army under Li Hsien-chou was wiped out, and 
personally told Wang Yao-wu: “Jinan is an important strategic point and you 

must tenaciously defend it." After our army had made a clean sweep of the 
Qingdao-Jinan railway in May 1948, Wang Yao-wu went to Nanjing to report the 
military situation to Chiang Kai-shek. Wang also suggested that Jinan be 
abandoned and that his troops should draw near the group army stationed in Xuzhou. 
Chiang Kai-shek was very annoyed at Wang's suggestion and reprimanded him in 

his presence, saying: “You do not keep the general goal in sight ... Jinan is the 
provincial capital of Shandong and is also an important strategic point in east 
China. No matter what change has taken place in the situation on the east China 
battlefield, Jinan must never be abandoned." Chiang, who was stern in voice and 
countenance, also said: "If you do not make great and determined efforts and 

lack a strong will, you will die without a burial place!" Chiang Kai-shek called 
a military conference in Nanjing in July and August 1948, During the conference, 
Chiang was forced to revise his defensive plan and decided to expand his new 
“mobile corps" and to strengthen the armed forces and defense works in all his 
important strategic cities including Jinan, in a vain attempt to prevent our army 
from “capturing” or “nibbling” these cities, to get firmly entrenched in the 
central plain, to draw out the war, to prevent our army from crossing the 
Changjiang and to put a last-ditch struggle. Under these circumstances, our 
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army's awift capture of Jinan destroyed an important pillar of the enemy's syaten 
of "tenaciously detending the central plain," Our east China and central plain 
field armies promptly changed their course and advanced south and annihilated 

en Maase the crack troopa of the main atrength of Chiang's army in the north 

of the lower reaches of the Changjiang. As a result, the enemy's principle of 
"tenaciously defending the central plain" fell through, 


There were favorable conditions for the capture of Jinan, At that time, in 

the northeast theater, the main strength of our northeast field army advanced 
south and reached Jinzhou and was raising the curtain on surrounding and 
annihilating Chiang's army. Jinan was then the only place in the hinterland 

of Shandong that was forcibly occupied by the enemy. Jinan's land and water 
communication lines were cut off. The enemy who were entrenched in Jinan could 
only rely on airlitte for material assistance, They were exposed to our attacks 
on three sides, and were 300 kilometers away from the main strength of Chiang's 
army stationed in the Xuzhou area on the fourth side, They were standing all 
alone, like an isolated island. Due to the fact that the greater part of the 
enemy garrison force had either been annihilated or seriously attacked by our 
army, its combat effectiveness was weakened, Moreover, due to the power and 
influence of our army's victories, the garrison force's morale was further 
shaken, Jinan's people detested the reactionary Kuomintang rule and urgently 
demanded the liberation of Jinan. After fighting a series of battles in various 
lword indistinet] including Luoyang, Zhoucun, Weixian, Wanxi, Yanzhou, Kaifeng, 
Lianshui and Suigi, the morale of the east China field army was high, much 
improvement had been made in the army's equipment, the army's capability and 
tactics in storming heavily fortified points were greatly heightened and its 
technical competence was greatly increased, The victorious junction of the 
east China army's corps on interior and exterior lines brought about the concen- 
tration of the field army's main strength. Moreover, the central plain field 
army was awaiting orders for coordination of military operations. The east China 
liberated area was expanded on an unprecedented scale and we had the support 

of the broad masses of the people. These conditions showed that the time was 
ripe for us to capture Jinan. 


The Central Military Commission and Chairman Mao attached major importance to 
the Jinan campaign and stressed: This campaign is of vital importance to us. 
This is a serious warfare. It is imperative to concentrate all the forces of 
the east China field army to accomplish all the tasks of this campaign in 

20 days to 2 months. The major aim of this warfare is the capture of Jinan. 
The secondary aim is the annihilation of the enemy reinforcements. However, 
with regard to the means to this end, namely, the troop disposition, we should 
concentrate the greater part of our army on wiping out and checking the enemy 
reinforcements while using a part of our military strength to attack Jinan. 
The Central Military Commission and Chairman Mao also clearly noted: The troops 
responsible for attacking Jinan should be composed of the whole Shandong corps 
and an exterior-line corps. 





Leading cadres of the east China field army decided after studies that the large 
military unit responsible for attacking Jinan should be composed of about 
140,000 men, including the Shandong corps and an exterior-line corps. This 
large military unit accounted for 44 percent of the total military strength 
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participating in the Jinan campaign, Comrade Tan Zhenlin and I were in charge 
of thie unit. The leeding cadres aleo decided that the large military unit 
responsible for wiping out tne enemy reinforcements should be composed of about 
189,000 men, who accounted for 56 percent of the total military strength parti- 
cipating in the Jinan campaign. Comrade Su Yu was in command of this unit, 


The following was our deployment for attacking Jinan, Our large military unit 
for attacking Jinan was divided into two groups, namely, the western battlefront 
group responsible for the main attack on Jinan, and the eastern battlefront 
group responsible for the secondary attack on the city, The western battlefront 
group was composed of the 3d Column, the 10th column, the Luzhongnan Column, 

the Guangdong-Guangxi Column, the troops of the Hebei~Shandong-Henan Military 
District, and the guards regiment of the east China field army. A responsible 
comrade of the 10th Column was in command of this western group. The east 
battlefront group was composed of the 9th Column, the Bohai Column and the troops 
of the Bohai Military District. A responsible comrade of the 9th Column was in 
command of this eastern group. The 13th Column was the general reserve force 
of our large military unit. The special column's artillery troops and tank 
forces were respectively under the command of the east battlefront group and the 
western battlefront group. During the whole campaign, we disposed our main 
strength along the western battlefront in order to capture the airport and cut 
the enemy airlift. Subsequently, in accordance with the development of the 
situation on the battlefield, we employed our main strength in a direction most 
favorable to the progress of the campaign. 


With the help of local party organizations, our Shandong corps began making a 
series or investigations and studies of the condition of the enemy defending 
troops stationed in Jinan soon after the campaign in the western section of the 
Qingdao-Jinan railway. Following the capture of Yanzhou, we further gained a 
thorough understanding of Jinan's topography, the enemy's construction of defense 
works, the enemy's troop disposition, the pattern of the enemy activities and 
the enemy's internal political conditions. 


Wang Yao-wu, chairman of the Kuomintang Shandong Provincial Government and 
commander of the second pacification region, was in command of the enemy defend- 
ing troops in Jinan, They comprised a total of 110,000 men including 9 regular 
brigades, 6 peace preservation brigades (groups) and some special units. Jinan's 
urban district was composed of the inner city, the outer city and the commercial 
port. The whole garrison district stretched from Hancang in the east to 
Changqing in the west, and from Zhonggong and Zhangxia in the south to Luohe 
and Qihe in the north. Tsao Chen-to, commander of the reorganized 73d Division, 
commanded 5 brigades in the east garrison district; Wu Hua-wen, commander of the 
reorganized 96th Army, commanded 8 brigades (groups) in the west garrison 
district; and Yen Tzu-feng, commander of the reorganized 2d Division, was in 
command of the general reserves comprising the 57th Brigade, the 19th Brigade 
and the reorganized 74th division which was then on the point of being airlifted 
to Jinan. 
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The enemy defensive positions were carefully reconatructed and reinforced on the 
basis of the original defense works completed by the puppet regime estab lished 

by Japan. The inner city was the core of the enemy defensive positions; the 

outer city and the commercial port were their basic defensive zone, The enemy 

set up five defensive lines, and built thick Lughai-type barbed wire entanglements, 
minefields, communication trenches, city moats, blockhousea and double walla 

[jia bi qiang 1140 1084 6259), thus forming a permanent defensive system with 

an area of over 6000 square kilometers, At the same time, the enemy also kept 

huge stocks of grain, arm, ammunition and other materials. Wang Yao-wu predicted: 
"The periphery of Jinan can hold its position for half a month and Jinan's urban 
district can hold its position for a month, to say the least." Tsao Chen-to 
jubllantly said: ‘We have completed our defense works. The only thing that is 
worrying us is that the communist troops dare not come!" 


® 
To guarantee against the fall of Jinan, Chiang Kai-shek specially drew up a 
large-scale plan called "the plan for a mass campaign.” According to this plan, 
the second pacification region's 110,000 men were firmly entrenched in Jinan; 
and the three corps disposed in Xuzhou, totaling about 170,000 men, were ready 
at all times to reinforce the army stationed in Jinan, in order to “defeat the 
communist troops by attacking them from both within and without." 


The enemy's wildly arrogant boast did not indicate their formidable nature but 
just exposed their uncontrollable timidity, weak-mindedness and panic which 

were shown when our army reached the city wall of Jinan. However, storming 
Jinan, a solidly-built city, was still regarded by our large military unit 
responsible for attacking Jinan as a serious and arduous combat task. Of all 
Kuomintang army officers, Wang Yao-wu could be regarded as an outstanding 
officer with plenty of brains. Since the city of Jinan was heavily guarded 

with strong fortifications and huge stocks of ammunition and food, any kind of 
slackening of vigilance and any kind of tendency to take the enemy lightly 

could have caused unwarranted losses in the military operations of this campaign. 
In a message to us, the Central Military Commission and Chairman Mao noted 

that this campaign might end with one of the following three outcomes: 1) Jinan 
is captured when the enemy reinforcements are still at a distance from Jinan; 

2) Jinan is captured when the enemy reinforcements are nearing Jinan; 3) Jinan 

is not captured when the enemy reinforcements are nearing Jinan. If things were 
bungled, there would be a stalemate in which we would not only fail to capture 
Jinan but would also fail to defeat the enemy reinforcements. Therefore, we 
could be forced to find another opportunity for combat. Vice Chairman Zhou Enlai 
specially sent us a message, stressing the important significance of liberating 
Jinan and the necessity of carrying out the tasks of this campaign without fail. 





We were clearly conscious of the fact that attacking Jinan was different from our 
army's previous attacks on Weixian and Yanzhou. Attacking Jinan was our army's 
first attack on a strongly fortified big city. A successful attack on Jinan was 
then of both great military and important political significance. At that time, 
those imperialist prophets jeered at the PLA, predicting that its attack would 
be foiled because of the defense works of the city including deep trenches and 
high ramparts. Even some of our friends doubted our army's ability to capture 
all strongly fortified big cities of the Kuomintang reactionaries and to 
completely smash the Chiang Kai-shek imperial court. Therefore, whether we 
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dared to attack this big city Jinan and whether we would be le of awiftly 
capturing it became 4 severe test of the PLA's faith that he dares, wins, 
and 4 rigorous test of the PLA's ability te storm heavily fortified positions, 
Mereover, whether we would dare to attack Jinan and whether we would be capable 
of ewiftly capturing it would have great repercussions at home and abroad, To 
ewif tly capture Jinan, | proposed that the “tactics of the knife for butchering 
cattle” be adopted, Thie slogan was easy to understand and remember, In —— 
it was a concentrated reflection of the guiding principle of our campaign to 
capture Jinan, What is “the tactics of the knife for butehering cattle?” It 
means that in butchering cattle, it is imperetive to attack their vital parte, 
Jinan had strong fortifications, built in der th, Jinan aleo had tenes of 
thousands of clearly positioned blockhouses and bunkers, During the campaign 
to attack Jinan, we must seize the enemy's vital parte, concentrate our troops 
and fire to make a bloody breach and go deep into the enemy line to fight just 
like 4 sharp knife directly stuck inte the enemy's heart. In assigning combat 
taske, the 9th Colum changed “secondary attack” into “main attack" and asked 
all white under its command to give full play to the spirit of energetically 
figiting on one's own initiative and to exert all their etrength to fight in 
coordination with the weet battlefront group. As 4 result, our large military 
whit responsible for attacking Jinan launched a two-pronged offensive against 
Jinan from both east and weet, disrupted the enemy's plan at one blow, broke up 
the coemy's stubborn resistance and annihilated the 110,000 men under Wang Yao-wu. 


Due to the fact that there were numerous defending troops in Jinan, in order to 
succesefully break through several defense lines set up by the enemy and to shatter 
the enemy's will to stubbornly resist our attack, we specially stressed the 
establishment of the concept of continuous fighting, and launched successive 
attacks on the enemy. On the basis of summing up our experiences in launching 
attacks on fortified positions, including the Weixian campaign, we studied and 
decided that in accordance with various taske such as the attack on outer defense 
lines and the attack on the city, all our unite would take turns attacking 

the enemy positions. At the same time, we implementei the principle of making 
preparations for continuous fighting, launched attacks on the enemy positions 
while making preparations for and organizing more attacks, launched attacks on 
the enemy positions while replacing losses and carrying out work in education, 
maintained the shock unite’ dashing spirit and effective strength from beginning 
to end, grew stronger with the fighting and showed our fighting stamina. 


Prior to the launching of the Jinan campaign, all our unite mde full preparations 
for the campaign. Generally speaking, they spent 1 to 2 months on continuing 

the new-style army rectification movement and on carrying out education in the 
situation, taske, policies and discipline. Comrade Chen Yi and Comrade Tan Zhenlin 
also personally went to those units that would take part in the campaign to carry 
out mobilization before the campaign, thus arowing incomparably high combat 
morale. All our unite gave full play to military democracy and conscientiously 
studied and summed up previous experiences in storming heavily fortified positions. 
in accordance with the characteristics of the defense works of Jinan city, our 
unite made monographic studies of ways to smash the enemy's defensive double walls, 
to pase through the relatively deep outer moats, to mount the tall city wall and 
to further promote coordination between our infantry and artillery troops. Our 
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white mobilised everybedy te work out ideas and find selutions, At the same 
time, we carried out exercises under battle conditions which imitated Jinan's 
topography and defense works, ach unit participated in an exercise related 
with ite taske and speciality, Some unite only did exercises in smashing the 
enemy's outer defense lines; some only did exercises in storming the city; and 
some only did exercises in street fighting, This kind of division of labor 

was implemented from large military unite down to unite at battalion and 

company levels, The slogan “capture the prefecture of Jinan and take Wang Yao=wu 
alive” was put forward by Comrade Tan Zhenlin on behalf of the frontline 
committee [qian wei 0467 1201), and became the common pledge of all units parti- 
cipating in this campaign! 


ihe east China bureau specially held a joint conference of prefectural party 
secretaries and commissioners in mic=-August, calling on the party, government 

and military personnel and the people throughout this region to surmount all 
difficulties and exert a1) their strength to support the Jinan campaign, thus 
further perfecting the organizations of the support-the-frontline committee 

and the support«the-frontline headquarters, In less than 2 months, the whole of 
Shandong Proviace sent out 500,000 support-the-frontline laborers, got 140 million 
jin of grain ready for the frontline, and mobilized 18,000 emall vehicles and 
14,000 etretchers, Local armed forces and militiamen in all areas aleo turned 

out to keep guard in the rear and spread a dragnet. 


Those unite responeible for defeating the enemy reinforcements reached the two 
sides of the Grand Canal in place after place including Zouxian, Tengxian, 

Juye and Jiaxiang. They positioned their troops along the canal, built defenses, 
opened the battlefield and stood in combat readiness. 


Gain the Initiative on the Battlefield 


The date 16 September 1948 was the eve of the mid-autumn festival. That night, 
bright full moon shone over every corner of the earth. The massive city walis 
of Jinan looked even more precipitous and forbidding in the moonlight. 


At zero hour sharp, various detachments of our army opened fire with artillery 
and war cries rent the esky. The battle to capture Jinan started. 


Before the battle was waged, in order to conceal our aim and confuse the enemy, 
various detachments of the east hina field army stationed in Jiangsu, Henan 
and Anhui provinces and the North Jiangsu group army delayed their actions of 
marching north to attack and block the enemy reinforcements. Together with the 
troops stationed in the southwescermm part of Shandong Province, they pretended 
to launch a pincer-attack on Xuzhou. The first detachment of their main 
strength and local armed forces harassed Xuzhou airport and destroyed the 
railwaye around, The enemy wrongly judged that we would attack Xuzhou first 
and then capture Jinan. Wang Yao-wu demanded that the reorganized 834 Division 
stationed near Xuzhou be airlifted to Jinan as reinforcement. After airlif ting 
a brigade (the 19th), Liu Chih, commander of the “suppression headquarters,” 
found an excuse to stop the airlift so as to protect Xuzhou. Our troops which 
were entrusted with the tasks of capturing the city and ambushing enemy 
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reinforcements proceeded according to their plans, When the corps responsible 
for capturing the city had already surrounded Jinan, the enemy still wrongly 
judged that our aim was to surround Jinan and attack the reinforcements and that 
we would probably carry out 4 protracted siege of Jinan, just ase we did in the 
battlefields of Chungehun and Shenyang in the northeast, They wrongly thought 
that we would not really capture Jinan, The enemy did not awake from thie dream 
until — advanced bravely and broke the defense line of Jinan from 
various sides, 


When the general attack started, our east and west battlefrent groupe acted in 
close coordination and launched the attack simultaneously from the east and 
weet flanks, firmly gripping Jinan like a big pincer. 


On ite road of advance, our western battlefront group successively encountered 
the enemy, After eliminating some of the enemy troops, it swooped down on the 
Changqing front and pressed on toward the enemy's airport. Just at that time, 
Wang Yao-wu found out that our troops had already gathered in the western 
suburbs of Jinan. We judged that the min force of our troops was stationed 

in the western part. While eternly ordering various unite in the west defensive 
area to strengthen their defense capability, he sent that very night the reserve 
9th and 57th brigades to an ancient city lying to the southwest of the airport 
in fear that our troops would capture the airport, which was Jinan's sole 
outlet to the outside world. 


The same night, the 9th detachment of our eastern battlefront group fell on the 
enemy with the suddenness of a thunderbolt and we won victory in the battles of 
Maoling Mountain and Yanchi Mountain. This played an important role in accelerating 
the progress of the war. The peaks of Maoling and Yanchi thrust themselves 
toward the sky and they stood facing each other, guarding the eastern suburbs of 
Jinan. The enemy attached importance to the defense of these two peaks. Apart 
from setting up pillboxes and bunkers, the enemy troops specially dug trenches 
around the summit of Maoling Mountain, and used concrete and stones to build 
wali-type fortifications. Captured enemy soldiers revealed that after the 
completion of the wall-type fortifications, Wang Yao-wu ordered his troops to 
fire three shelle from the mountain base to test the firmness and solidness of 
the fortifications. The 74th Regiment of the 25th Division sent two brigades to 
make a surprise assault on the Maoling Mountain and successfully occupied the 
summit after 2 hours’ fierce fighting. After daybreak, Yanchi Mountain was also 
captured by another unit of the 9th detachment. 


The enemy troops wrongly thought that they could hold the position of the Maoling 
and Yanchi mountains for at least half a month. However, when the news spread 

that the two mountains were captured after 1 night's battle, the whole enemy 

camp was shocked and thrown in a great panic. Once the two mountains were captured, 
there were no more natural barriers that the enemy could rely on in the eastern 
suburbs of Jinan. The enemy high-ranking military officers in the city talked 
about the matter. They said: “The fortifications of Maoline and Yanchi mountains 
were very solid and strong, how could they be captured withi: one night?" 
Major-General Lo Heing-li, the enemy chief of staff, confessed after his capture: 
“The fall of Moaling and Yanchi mountains in the east was the main reason why we 
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suffered setbacks in the war at Jinan,” Wang Yaorwu flew inte a rage out of shame 
and personally orcered the execution of the enemy battalion commander, a major 
who was responsible for the fall of the two mountains. Just at that time, 

Wang Yao-wu again wrongly judged that our main forces which were entrusted with 
the task of capturing the city were stationed on the east front, As a result, 

he hurriedly transferred the 19th and 57th brigades to the east, They were 
reinforcements from the weet front, and had not gained a firm foothold, 


After capturing Changqing, Tenghuaishu village, Pipa Mountain and Shuangmiaotun, 
and 60 on, the western battlefront group pushed on in the flush of victory to 
Lashan and Dangjia village. The enemy's airport was directly threatened and 

once again in a state of emergency, Wang Yao-wu was in a predicament and had 

ho Mobile forces to use. To block the advance of our troops, he went so far 

as to order the destruction of the water gate of the Huanghe so that ite water 
poured inte the Yulu River. The water level of the Yufu River rose considerably 
and the river became much wider, Faced with the turbulent and muddy water from 
the Huanghe and the enemy's intensive fire network, the commanders and soldiers 

of the group army of the weet front speedily crossed the river without any fear 
and hesitation and broke through the defense line of the Yufu River at one fell 
swoop. After that, our troops blockaded the airport with concentrated fire and 
shelled the runways, The enemy originally planned to airlift the whole reorganized 
/4th Division as reinforcements, but only seven companies of the 172d Regiment 
were airlifted and the airlifting operation was suspended thereafter. <A transport 
plane fully loaded with follow-up unite of the 74th Division turned and fled 
after it discovered the fires and palle of emoke in the sky around the airport. 


After capturing Maoling Mountain and Yanchi Mountain, eastern battlefront group 
continued its westward drive and successively captured Yanchishan, Mawuzhai, 
Dianluizhuang and Majiaghuang, and so on. With powerful artillery support, the 
enemy reinforcements launched a counteroffensive, trying to retrieve lost ground. 
However, their schemes never succeeded, Wang Yao-wu airlifted seven companies 
of the reorganized 74th Division which just arrived in Jinan to the direction 
of Majiazhuang to etrengthen the defense there. A bloody battle was waged and 
we strenuously fought for possession of one bunker after another. The enemy's 
counteroffensive was completely defeated and a great number of enemy soldiers 
were killed or wounded. The courage of the eastern battlefront group mounted 
as the battle progressed and our soldiers struck into the outer city. 


Learning that most of the positions in the eastern suburbs were already broken 
through and that the airport located in the western suburbs might fall at any 
moment, Wang Yao-wu was annoyed and perplexed and could find no way out. The 
thing which worried him most was that he did not know the main direction of 
attack of our troops. He only felt that he did not have sufficient time and 
troops to move. When he moved his troops to the west, we attacked fiercely 
from the east, or vice versa. The enemy mobile forces did not have fixed 
positions or a breathing spell. They did not know which side to defend or 
block up, and were kept constantly on the run. We hit them so hard that they 
could sot make head or tail of it. They were thrown into total confusion. 
Captured enemy commanders and soldiers said sadly: "Good as they were, our 
troops collapsed after they were repeatedly moved to the east and west.” 
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Paced with our troops’ powerful offensive, Wu Hua-wen, army commander of the 
enemy's reorganized 96th army who was responsible for the defense of the weat 
defensive area, trembled with fear and intended to revolt and cross over with 
the help of liaison men of the underground party organization in Jinan, Our 
group army ordered him to withdraw hie troops from the battlefront and assemble 
at north of the Huanghe to await orders, Although Wu Hua-wen verbally accepted 
the conditions put forth by our army, he refused to lay down hia arms immediately 
and hie troops still occupied the bunkers around the airport and along the 
highway. Western battlefront group took resolute and decisive action to 
increase military pressure, Knowing that hie day had come and he might fall at 
any moment, Wu Huaewen finally led three brigades numbering 20,000 officers 

and men to revolt and cross over, and they were withdrawn from the battlefront 
in the evening of 19 September. Various detachments of the western battlefront 
group took the chance to march eastward, After wiping out the remnants of the 
enemy troops, the first detachment completely controlled the airport and seized 
three airplanes, The other detachments pressed up to the city wall of the 
commercial port. 


That evening, the sky was covered with dark clouds and hazy. Since the positions 
in the eastern and western sururbs had been broken through and Jinan was being 
attacked front and rear, Wang Yao-wu got into a panic. Together with 

Pang Ching-tang, executive member of the Kuomintang Central Committee and 
chairman of the Kuomintang Provincial Committee in Shandong, he tried to escape 
from the northern city gate. However, the city was encircled ring upon ring 

and tightly blockaded under heavy fire; they were unable to escape even if 

given wings. They were compelled to draw back to the city. While deploying 

his forces, Wang Yao-wu strengthened the defensive capability of the headquarters. 
In the meantime, he sent telegrams to Liu Chih and Chiang Kai-shek, again asking 
them to approve his plans of abandoning Jinan and leading his men to break out 

of the encirclement. Chiang Kai-shek hastened to wire him back before daybreak, 
asking him repeatedly not to give up Jinan and ordering him to “contract the 
front, stand fast and wait for reinforcements." 


Continuous and Vigorous Attack 


Standing fast and waiting for reinforcements was only a pipe dream of Chiang Kai-shek, 
Wang Yao-wu and company. 


Under the smashing attack of our troops, it was impossible for the enemy troops 
in Jinan to “stand fast," and “waiting for reinforcements" was nothing but a 
visionary hope. Total destruction was their ignominious end. 


While carrying out peripheral war, the eastern and western battlefront groups 
always concentrated their main forces on the key direction of attack. They only 
sent some of the troops to deal with a number of isolated points such as Licheng, 
Quanfoshan and Maashan, and so on. These points were either besieged without 

real attack or closely watched without encirclement.  6¢ enemy troops were 
completely isolated and besieged on all sides. When J!.an was captured, some 

of them laid down their arms and surrendered and some of them were wiped out while 
fleeing helter-skelter. 
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On 20 September, when day was breaking, the western battlefront group occupied 
all the positions located in the western suburbs of the commercial port, Due 
to the fact that our detachments fought the battle awiftly and vigorously, the 
enemy troops were further thrown into a panic and passivity. Wang Yaoewu with- 
drew some of his troops from the periphery to the inner part of the city, trying 
to stabilize the troops and improve the plan of defending the city amid 
confusion, Under such circumstances, we should continue to assault, so as not 
to allow the enemy o breathing spell, Apart from ordering the eastern battlefront 
group to continue to wipe out the remnants of the enemy forces outside the city 
and actively make preparations for attacking the city, we aleo ordered the 
western battlefront group to assault the commercial port that very night. 

Wu Huaewen had already withdrawn his troops from the battlefront, leaving a big 
hole in the enemy's weet flank. Taking this opportunity, we strengthened the 
assaulting forces which were entrusted with the task of capturing the commercial 
port, We decided to let the 13d reserve detachment join the western battlefront 
group. [figure as printed) 


At dusk, the afterglow of the setting sun pierced the clouds, and the sunset 
clouds glowed red. The 3d and 13th detachments and Zhongnan detachment in 
Shandong Province carried out simultaneous attacks on the commercial port, 
heavily shelling and continuously blowing it up. Its defense works were 
completely destroyed, It took only about 40 minutes to break through the defense 
Line of the enemy from various quarters. Taking advantage of the tall buildings, 
enemy forces in the commercial port had built a lot of open and hidden pillboxes 
and formed an intensive fire network across streets and roads. With the support 
of armored cars, enemy soldiers successively launched fierce counteroffensives. 
Our commanders and soldiers from various detachments waged fierce street fighting. 
They leaped over walls, crossed the streets, carved up the besieged enemy forces 
and destroyed their stubborn resistance, After capturing the railway station 
near the north city wall, the 10th detachment boldly thrust into the eastern 
part of the commercial port, occupied the Dongtian bridge and cut off the 
passageways through which the enemy soldiers in the commercial port fled. In 
the afternoon of 22 September, most of the enemy forces in the commercial port 
were wiped out. 


After destroying the enemy's blockhouses, the eastern battlefront group carried 
out construction under fire. The enemy forces surrounded in Wangsheren village 
near the eastern suburbs were eliminated by the Bohai detachment when they tried 
to break out of encirclement. 


At that time, our army had already participated in the fierce fighting for 

6 successive days and nights. Therefore, our army suffered relatively heavy 
casualties and losses and our mea were rather tired. Since Wang Yao-wu reckoned 
that our army would need at least a few days to complete preparations for 
attacking the city, he gave one order after another for readjusting deployment 
and strengthening the city's defense works in a vain attempt to put up a 
desperate struggle. However, we then had completely gained the initiative on 
the battlefront, and the timetable of operations was no longer dictated by 

Wang Yao-wu. In accordance with the situation on the battlefront, to prevent 











the enemy forces in the city from resting, reorganizing, we decided not to wait 
for « complete elimination of the enemy forces in the commercial port, but 
immediately ordered our eastern battlefront group and western battlefront group 
to launch a two-pronged offensive against the outer city on that very evening, 


Soon after this, the eastern battlefront group, the western battlefront group and 
other unite reported on their deployment and preparations for attacking the city. 
I told them: “Good, we will attack the city tonight. We must relentlessly attack 
the enemy's vital parte!" 


The walle of the outer city of Jinan were 7 to 6 metere high, Some parte of the 
walle were 4 to 5 meters wide while other parte were 7 to 8 meters wide. Both 
the inner and outer parte of the walle were built of rock, The walle had three 
levels of firepower: high forte were set up in the tower over the outer city 
gate and on the city walle; embrasures were set up in the middle part of the 
city walle; bunkers were built below the foot of the walle. There were trenches 
outeide the city. These trenches were 5 to / meters wide and 3 to 4 meters deep. 
To obstruct our army from attacking the city, the enemy demolished and blew up 
all houses owned by Jinan citizens within a few score meters from the trenches. 
As a result, the vast sone outside the trenches was completely exposed to the 
enemy firepower. When our unite were making sudden and violent attacks on the 
enemy positions, both the light arms and heavy weapons of the enemy forces opened 
fire. At the same time, the enemy forces also weed gas shells and flamethrowers. 
As a result, our forward position was turned into a sea of flames in a twinkling. 
The poison gas was mingled with dense emoke which rose and rolled, making one 
suffocate, 


The offensive against the outer city was launched at 1830 hours on 22 September. 
The special column's artiliery troops attached to our large military unit and 
our various unite’ artillery troops concentrated fire for point-blank firing. 
When orders were given, the artillery opened heavy shellfire and the flames 

lit up the sky. With the opening of heavy shellfire, the enemy's defense works 
of the outer city collapsed. With dauntless heroism, our shock brigades dashed 
into and passed through a sea of flames, enveloped in poisonous smoke, and 

fought their way into the outer city. Some enemy troops who were taken prisoner 
said: "We underestimated the communist army's artillery fire. When we were 

in Yanzhou and Weixian, we heard that the communist army's artillery fire was 
devastating. We did not know that they could deal such accurate blows. Of 

all the casualties we suffered during this battle, 70 percent of them were killed 
or wounded by the communist shellfire.” The special column's tank forces sent 
four tanks to play a supporting role in attacking the outer city. After charging 
into the outer city, our units had fierce fights with the enemy defending troops 
between street barricades and lanes. After fighting for 1 day and 1 night, we 
annihilated the great majority of the enemy defending troops in the outer city. 
Our shock brigades were then pressing on toward the inner city. 





Seeing that the situation in Jinan was desperate, Chiang Kai-shek ordered all 
his units stationed in Xuzhou to advance northward quickly and also sent 

Liu Chih, commander of the Xuzhou “suppress-the-communist-bandits headquarters,” 
and Wang Shu-ming, deputy commander of his air force, to fly over Jinan, in an 








attempt to bolete: the morale of the enemy defending troops in the city, Chiang 
then gave another deceptive talk te Wang Yaoewu, saying: “The reinforcements 
are advancing quickly and can arrive in Jinan in a few days time, You must 
stand fast and wait for the reinforcements," Wang Yaorwu thought that the 
destiny of Jinan was like “candleglittering in the wind,” However, Wang was 

not reconciled to allowing his troops te be annihilated without putting up a 
fight, and wanted to wee the inner city's defense line to measure his army's 
atrength with our army's for the last time, We judged that since our army 

was in a state of exhaustion after continuous fighting, it would be impossible 
for it to launch an attack on the inner city without 3 to 5 daye of rest and 
reorganization, Therefore, Wang redeployed the three reorganized and replenished 
brigades, namely, the L5th, 19th and 57th, and other incomplete unite. He aleo 
ordered the strengthening of the building of defense works for street fighting 
in an attempt to fight against our army to the bitter end, 


The enemy had once again figured things out wrong in judging conditions and 
gueseing my intentions. To deprive the enemy of any remaining illusion of 
leaving things to chance and presse on with victory to quickly wipe out the 
enemy troops defending Jinan, we called on various army unite to display the 
etvyle of fighting bravely, making sacrifices fearlessly, working tirelessly 

and fighting a continuous battle. At one stroke, we got all set for the capture 
of the inner city the same night. 


The enemy had never dreamed of such a ewift attack on our part. Just when they 
were busy with deployment and in a estate of agitation, a hail of fire poured 
from our guns down on the wall of the inner city. 


Jp to now, the enemy troops defending Jinan had waited with breathless expectation 
for so-called “reinforcements.” But was there any sign of them? On Learning 

that right ahead was a powerful force of the east China field army poised to 
intercept reinforcements and that on the flank, were concentrated forces of the 
central plain field army, Chiu Ching-chuan's corps stationed at Shangqiu and 
Nishan were filled with terror as it advanced, It had gotten no further than 

the area near Chengwu and Caoxian, and was still several hundred kilometers away 
from Jinan, On the other hand, under the pretext of “convergence,” the two 

corps under Huang Po-tao and Li Mi had still not started on their way. 

Wang Yao-wu of Jinan waited in vain for reinforcements. The so-called “convergence 
plan" elaborately worked out by Chiang Kai-shek fell flat. 


Final Victory 


The capture of the inner city was 4 severe test of our forces participating in 
the war. 


The inner city was the last hardcore position of the enemy troops defending Jinan. 
its wall was 12 meters high and 10 to 12 meters thick and was filled with 

pillboxes and secret emplacements. Apart from being reinforced like the outer city 
with three layers of insulation against gunfire, the wall had on its top small 

forts spaced every 10 meters, large forts every 30 meters and artillery emplacements 

















every / to 10 meters, The city moat was from 5.6 meters to 20 or W meters wide, 
The enemy had dagmed up the Hehu spring, which brought water to the city moat, 
which reached depths of 2 to 5 meters, The enemy defenders vainly attempted 

te rely on solid city moat defenses, combined with complicated ground defense 
measures, to form a network of fire=-from Light and heavy weapons at various 
levele=-in a last-ditch effort to put up resistance, 


Ow army that etormed the city decided to let the 9th columm of the eastern front 
group launch a shock attack on the stretch of area from the new east gate to 

the southeastern corner, The Bo colum [as printed) was to start an attack 

from north of the new east gate at the southwestern corner, The 34 column was 

to attack the west gate, The 10th column was to continue annihilating the remnants 
of the enemy outeide the city, All the other forces were to actively cooperate 

in capturing the city. 


Guided by army deployment plans, the various unite of the east and weet front 
groupe quickly moved close to the wall of the inner city, Comrade Zhou Zhijian 
reported to me that the 13th column had completed preparations for attacking 
the city. 1 said, "Very Well! In the evening, we will join the 9th column 

in storming the city--continuously dealing the enemy telling blows and catching 


it unprepared!" 


The same afternoon, | made a telephone call to ask about the conditions of the 
9th column, Comrade Nie Fengzhi said that they were prepared to mobilize the 
734 Regiment. I knew that the 734 Regiment was the cream of the 9th column. 

| said happily: “Il believe in you people. I have faith in the 734 Regiment!" 


In the early evening of the 234, the whole force launched a general attack on the 
inner city. We first concentrated intense fire on enemy positions. The towering 
wall of the inner city was suddenly enveloped in acrid smoke and ablaze with 
flames. Deafening explosions rent the air. The sound of the bugle mingled with 
battle cries. Our shock forces broke through a pall of smoke, in disregard 

of personal safety, to set up ladders to climb the city wall. 


The besieged enemy knew well that once the city wall was captured, they could 
do nothing. Driven to desperation, Wang Yao-wu personally made a round of the 
wall of the inner city, frantically urging his forces to fight to the last in 
resistance. From pointe of vantage, the enemy made full use of their gunfire. 
Bursts of fire poured down, flames licking the earth. 


On the eastern front, a uric of the 9th column first broke through the east gate 
from the south. Treope ceeding one company made it to the top of the city wall. 
Cut off from reinforcements, the commanders and fighters who had gotten up fought 
a bloody battle unit they were all dead as martyrs. Braving a hail of enemy 
gunfire, che 73d Regiment of the 25th Division launched three successive shock 
attacks, but all failed. 





On the western front, the 109th Regiment of the 37th Division of the 13th column 
displayed the militant epirit of marching ahead bravely. Two battalions of 
troops successively made it to the top of the city wall. The enemy gathered 
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forces several tines as strong, frantically pushing toward the breach from east, 
south and north, The commanders and fighters of these battalions fought fear- 
lessly, As they ran out of bullets, they drew on their bayonets, rifle butts, 
crose~shaped pickaxes, shovels, bricks, and rocks to fight hand to hand with 
the enemy in a bloody battle, Except tor two companies which had stormed their 
way into the inner city and occupied a emall number of buildings by fighting 
doggedly, the reat of commanders and fighters were mostly killed or injured, 
The breach=-the Kunshun gate--again fell into enemy hande. 


All the other columns in their respective frontal attacks fought bravely and 
doggedly and made repeated surprise assaults. They imposed heavy casualties 
on the enemy but failed to bring about a gap. 


All our forces storming the city stayed below the inner city. After the fierce 
battle, a strange quiet prevailed over the battlefield, 


Late that night, the moon shone brightly. A myriad of stars glittered. The 
water of the Hehu spring was flowing quietly and ceaselessly. The wall of the 
inner city curled up there like a black python, 


During this period, Chiang Kai-shek often sent up airplanes to randomly drop 
bombe day and night on the commercial port, the outer city, and other areas 
occupied by our army. A large oil depot west of Shangbu was hit by a bomb. 
blazing flames gushed forth, lighting up the sky. The enemy planes also dropped 
large numbers of incendiary bombs and flares. It was as bright as daylight 
inside and outside the city. Our various shock forces were fully exposed to 
the enemy network of fire, 


The headquarters of our army was so quiet that one might hear a feather drop. 
i knew full well that the next move of the whole army depended entirely upon 
our decisive orders. As battle commanders, we felt more deeply at this moment 
our sense of responsibility. Our eyes fixed on the war map; we were racking 
our brains, 


Seconds ticked by. At the critical moment of a fierce battle, every second 
counts. One second lost often costs us dearly in blood. 


Some comrades were of the opinion that the army units participating in the 
attack had fought 7 days and nights without being given a breathing spell or 
reinforced, Due to heavy casualties and large numbers of absentees, some 
units had become disorganized and could not continue fighting effectively. 
If we waited until after tomorrow and exposed concentrated forces to bombing 
by enemy planes and artillery fire, a more passive state would be created, 
As far as the assignment handed down by the Central Military Commission was 
concerned, we still had ample time left to accomplish it. Therefore, they 
suggested withdrawing the same night the army units involved in attacking the 
city, so that they could be rested and reorganized. Another attack was to 
be organized later. 


Some comrades took issue with this view. Instead they suggested that we resolutely 
keep on fighting to capture the city. Comrade Nie Fengzhi of the 9th column 

said that they etill had five relatively complete regiments and that their forces 
had already made proper preparations for another attack. 
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| felt that ae far ae thie key point was concerned, we should not waver in our 
resolution to capture the city, Judging by the conditions of the battlefield, 
the enemy had given up four defense lines, and was surrounded in the city by our 
troops and in a state of panic, Their fate was sealed, Many regiments and 
battalions of our army were atill relatively complete organizationally and were 
etill packed with power as a shock force, If we made a withdrawal for the sake 
of reorganization, we would have to give up all the forward positions we had 
occupied, All our previous efforte would be thrown away, It must also be 

taken into account that Wang Yaoewu might very probably take advantage of our 
withdrawal to launch a counterattack, This would put us in an awkward position, 
as we could neither push forward nor withdraw. This would add considerably to 
our army's casualties, Under these circumatances, we could only keep fighting. 
We could not withdraw! Meanwhile, as far as the whole battle was concerned, 

if we gained time, it meant victory. The Central Military Commission had sent 
us a telegram pointing out the likelihood of a movement of enemy reinforcements 
from Xughou, With the immediate capture of Jinan, the more time we gained the 
greater would be our initiative. Thus, we could not only thoroughly foil the 
enemy attempt to send reinforcements from Xuzhou to the north but aleo pave the 
way for the early advance of our army southward, 


Comrade Tan Zhenlin fully agreed with me. We then iesued operational orders in 
the small hours of the morning: organize one more attack on all fronts; this 
attack should be a two-pronged offensive launched by both the eastern battlefront 
group and the western battlefront group; the inner city must be captured, 


I told commanders of various columns: “We are beset with great difficulties but 
the enemy is beset with still greater difficulties! Now, a stronger determination 
shown by one side decides everything. We must compete with the enemy in stamina, 
in tenacity and in staying power. Victories are always won through the last 

5 minutes’ efforts!" 


After the commanders of all our units received the orders issued by the large 
military unit, they went to the forefront one after another, gave forceful 
mobilization talks that struck root in the hearts of their men, studied and 
summed up experiences and lessons gained in the several previous attacks in a 
timely manner, strengthened coordination between the infantry and artillery 
troops, reorganized our combat organizations and replaced losses suffered by our 
combat organizations. The ranks of officers and men were very courageous and 
said that they would not stop fighting until they capture the inner city. 


At 0130 hours on 24 September, the various shock brigades went into the enemy 
line to fight just like sharp steel knives directly stuck into the enemy's heart. 


The candlelight flickered when the wind blew at night. It was quiet in the 
command post of the large military unit. Suddenly, a piercing and hurried ringing 
of the telephone broke the silence. I quickly seized the telephone and found that 
the caller was the headquarters of the 9th column which reported to me the 
column's success. 


The headquarters of the 9th column reported: "Two battalions of the 73d Regiment 
under the 25th Division have charged into the inner city.”

| wae glad and also rather impatient after hearing this. I said: "What is all 
thie about? You reported thie after your two battalions entered there?" 


They were still trying to give some explanations on the phone but I was in no 
mood to listen to their explanations, I hastened to interrupt them, saying: 
"All right, all right! You must now organize follow-up unite and order such 
unite to quickly charge into the inner city! I will tell the 13th column to 
fight speedily!" 


| immediately called Zhou Zhijian, commander of the 13th column, telling him 
that the 9th column had already charged into the inner city and ordering him 
to speed up his column's attack and to join forces with the 9th column after 
charging into the inner city. At the same time, our large military unit also 
sent a circular on the situation to other columns and ordered them to seize 
this opportunity to fiercely attack the enemy positions. 


The command post of the large military unit war usier around dawn as news of 
victory kept pouring in through the telephone, 


According to a report, the 73d Regiment of the 25th Division under the 9th column 
selected the highest point of the southeast corner of the inner city wall as its 
point of penetration, gave full play to the heroic spirit of keeping on fighting 
in spite of all setbacks, broke through the enemy's fire net, took the lead in 
fighting and reaching the top oc the city wall, waged a life-and-death struggle 
against the enemy's "“dare-to-die corps" which fiercely sprang on it, completely 
smashed the enemy's stubborn resistance, and planted a red flag on the towering 
meteorological observatory which was on the top of the city wall. The red flag 
was a gift from people throughout Shandong Province. On the flag were 
embroidered the golden words: "Capture the prefecture of Jinan and take 

Wang Yao-wu alive." 


The two battalions of the 109th Regiment of the 37th Division under the 13th column, 
which had earlier charged into the inner city and fought in isolation behind the 
enemy lines, gave the enemy a back thrust while day was breaking, acted from 

inside in coordination with the shock brigades attacking from outside, ard 

reopened the breach. 


Our large military unit immediately ordered all the columns' follow-up units to 
consolidate and expand the breach at all costs and to go deeply into battle. 


Day was just dawning. Although I had not slept for several days and nights, I 
did not feel the least tired and I was in an excited frame of mind. However, 
I had lost quite a few handfuls of hair on my head. 


The flames in the west of Jinan dimmed and seemed to have dispersed in the 
morning fog. However, the flames in the east seemed to have lit up the sky. 
The flames roared more and more and the sky was increasingly reddened as the 
flames were reflected on it. 
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The glowing red sun rose, The sunlight passed through rosy clouds and brilliantly 
flooded the earth, 


Our eastern battlefront group and western battlefront group charged into many 
enemy positions with irresistible force, The enemy's defending troops retreated 
in defeat again and again and were caught one after another. Our officers and 
men pursued and wiped out remnants of the enemy forces and became more valiant 
as the fighting continued, We basically ended the fightings within the inner 
city of Jinan before the sun had set, The enemy forces entrenched in isolated 
strongholds along the outer defense line were successively finished off by our 
army. 


Our army captured the whole of Jinan on 24 September. The 110,000 defending 
troops in Jinan, which had once swaggered around, were annihilated within 8 days. 
Wang Yao-wu and Pang Ching-tang absconded in disguise. However, a dragnet had 
been spread a long time ago, so they had no way to escape. They were tracked 
down by our militiamen. 


The enemy reinforcement, namely, the Chiu Ching-chuan corps, was then moving 
to the north, However, when the corps heard of the capture of Jinan, it 
immediately fled to the south in panic without having a single engagement with 
our forces responsible for defeating the enemy reinforcements. The obher two 
enemy corps never dared to act rashly. 


We spent 8 days and nights in the capture of Jinan, thus redeeming our combat 
pledge "capture the prefecture of Jinan and take Wang Yao-wu alive." Because 
of the capture of Jinan, the Central Military Commission issued an order of 
commendation, conferred the honorary title "the first regiment of Jinan" on the 
73d Regiment and conferred the honorary title "The second regiment of Jinan" 
on the 109th Regiment. 


The CCP Central Committee emphatically pointed out in its congratulatory cable 
that the great victory in the Jinan campaign "demonstrated that the ability 

of the PLA to storm fortified positions has been greatly enhanced. The impact 

of our victory has shaken the internal forces of Chiang Kai-shek's reactionary 
army. This is indeed one of the most serious blows dealt to the enemy in the 
development of the revolutionary war over the past 2 and more years."' The XINHUA 
News Agency published an editorial on this, entitled "Celebrate the Great Victory 
in the Liberation of Jinan." The editorial noted: "This great victory has not 
only stupefied the KMT reactionaries and their American masters, but has also 
astounded the people throughout the country because of its unexpected rapidity. 
The liberation of Jinan is obviously very significant to the entire war 
situation.... The capture of Jinan, this most strongly fortified point of the 
enemy in Shandong, has allowed the PLA in east China to have an even greater 
freedom than any time in the past. In this circumstance, not only is the 

remnant enemy in Shandong in imminent danger, but the enemy in the entire east 
China and the central plains will also suffer an even more heavy blow. As a 
result, the complete liberation of east China and the central plain has drawn 
even nearer; and the long hubbub of the Chinese and foreign reactionaries about 
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tonsolidating the position of north China and ensuring the security of central 
China' as well as ‘cleaning up the areas south of the Huanghe' within a few 
months has already become a general laughing stock,” When examining and 
revising this editorial, Chairman Mao also noted in his own handwriting: "This 
has demonstrated that the strong offensive ability of the PLA is already 

beyond the resistance of the KMT army. There is now no KMT city which can escape 
the attack of the PLA.” Even the U.S. news agencies had to admit this and 
noted that it was a military victory which “has shaken the foundation of the 
Chiang Kai-shek regime" and made the KMT supreme command "stupefied with fear." 
By 25 September, however, the KMT government in Nanjing "was still unwilling 

to formally admit their complete failure and still attempted to mitigate the 
fatal blow at the political, military and economic atructures of China 
\KMT-dominated areas)." Foreign news agencies also exclaimed with alarm: 

"The communist troops are so strong that they can capture any city in the areas 
north of the Changjiang." 


With the fall of the Jinan City, the enemy guarding Heze, Linyi and Yantai 
abandoned their cities and fled one after another. Thus apart from a small 

number of isolated strongholds including Qingdao, the whole of Shandong 

Province was liberated. The two liberated areas of east China and north China 
were completely joined together, thereby further strengthening the production 

and construction of the liberated areas and the force in support of the war. 

This gave a chance to our field armies of east China and the central plain to 
march southward and fight with all their strength, moving about freely and quickly 
and starting the prelude to the victory in the great, decisive Huai-hai campaign. 


As we looked around over the lands of Shandong from the Jiaodong Peninsula to 

the Bohai plain and from the fabled land in Penglai in northern Shandong to 

the mountainous areas in southern Shandong, bright red flags of the people's 
regime were flying over all villages, and cheers and laughter of the emancipated 
peasant households were resounding over all lands and waters. A new Shandong, 
unprecedented in history, with the people as the masters, emerged from the flames 
of war!

The other wae Ye Jianying. If we say that Hua Guofeng acted obtusely because 
of peychological reasons, then Ye Jianying acted obtusely for physiological 
reasons. Supported by one male and one female attendent, Ye Jianying staggered 
toward the ballot box and cast his vote with the help of the attendants. 

Ye Jianying's head was obviously quite muddled. After casting his vote, he 
actually wanted to go back to his original position rather than following 

the other people and moving along to the other side. He was consequently 
dragged back by the two attendants. 


Hu Yaobang Almost Read His Speech Wrong 


The one who was most enthusiastic and most active at the Sixth Plenary Session 
was, of course, the new chairman Hu Yaobang. After the plenary session, some 
people quietly described Hua Yaobang as having the “posture of a mighty eagle." 


During the rally in the Great Hall of the People on 1 July, there was not enough 
air conditioning in the hall. Hu Yaobang wae too excited when making his speech 
and felt very hot from head to toe. He even took off his coat and wiped his 
sweat very frequently, changing a total of four or five towels. When an 
attendant moved up to pour him some hot water, Hu Yaobang quickly waved his hand 
and said: “Wot too hot. Just get me some cold water.” At that day's session, 
Hu Yaobang drank a total of three glasses of water. 
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As tu Yaobaie wae very excited, he actually made 4 mistake when reading his 
apeech, tlt wae originally written in the speech seript: “Lu Xun, great 
standard-bearer of China's proletarian revolutionary culture," However, he 
almpet wrongly read it os “Lu Xun, great standard-bearer of China's proletarian 
cultural revolution,” causing some quiet laughter at the session, 


liu and Nua Gave Tit fer Tat 


At the Sixth Plenary Session, Nu Yaobang and Nua Guefeng both particularly gave 
ae good ae they got, 


lua Guefeng emphasized throughout that he himself scored the greatest meritorious 
sthievement in emashing the "gang of four," 


lowever, Hu Yaobang immediately said loudly and sonorously that it was not 
possible to emash the “gang of four” just by relying on the effort of one or 
two person. Hu Yaobang particularly emphasized the great force of the “5 April 
Movement” in Tiananmen Square and refuted Hua Guofeng. 


When referring to the question of the emashing of the “gang of four” at the 
rally on 1 July, Hu Yaobang adopted a milder tone, He said: "With the support 
of the masses, our party emashed the Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique with 
one blow in October 1976..." He emphasized the masses, but still he mentioned 
the party. Though he did not give prominence to and mention the name of 

Hua Guofeng, yet, Hua Guofeng was chairman of the CCP Central Committee at that 
time. So when party leadership was mentioned, so should his meritorious 
achievement. 


At the rally on 1 July, Hu Yaobang was gesticulating during hie speech. He 
frequently waved his arm and the electronic watch on his wrist sparkled. 


When Hu Yaobang said: “In the course of our long journey, we will certainly be 
able to conquer the ‘eighteen bends,’ reach the ‘south gate of heaven’ and 

then ascend the ‘peak of the jade emperor.’ Once there, we shall push toward 
new summits,” he in fact shouted himself hoarse because his tone was really 

too high. 


Throughout his speech, Hu Yaobang actually jumped up several times from his chair. 
Such a phenomenon is certainly very rare among the CCP leaders who are renowned 
for being reserved and sedate. After the rally, some people described Hu Yaobang 
as something like a “thermonuclear power station.”

[Text] Hai Hua ics at present escaping the summer heat ac Beidahe and putting 
the finishing touches on his two new works which will be published soon. 
These two works are: 4 scenario entitled "Mengqgiao Bridge” and a stage play 
entitled “The Golden Lance of King Wu and the Sword of King Yue.” 


In a talk with thie reporter in Beijing, Bai Hue said that the initial drafts 
for these two works were completed in the latter part of April and in June, 

At that time, although some of the newspapers and periodicals were making 
comments about “Bitter Love,” the leadership of the army unit he is attached 
to showed him great concern, They understood him, asked him not to worry 

and advised him to adopt the attitude of “correcting mistakes if he has made 
any and guarding against any if he has not” in dealing with various comments. 
Therefore, both hie work and hie Life hase not been affected. During this 
period, he worked more confidently and diligently and completed in a buret of 
creative effort two new works in slightly more than 2 months. Sai Hua said 
that in 1962 he had worked for a year in the countryside of Shaoxing in Xijiang 
Province, and what he had seen and heard in the countryside became the basis 
of "Mengqiao Bridge.” The story he hae written takes place on the Mengqiao 
Bridge in 4 emall town south of the lower reaches of the Changjiang River.

“The Golden Lance cf King Wu and the Sword of King Yue" is his second historical 
play. Wie fir. historical play "Li Bai and Du Pu" was published in 1978. 

Hie trip to Beidahe is mainly for the purpose of putting the finishing touches 
on this play. He reckons that it can be finished in a short time. Sai Hus 
told this reporter that regardless of whether he is writing a ecreen play or 
stage play, he is alwaye looking for and attempting to create an artistic work 
which will possess 4 unique style of ite own. 


in talking about “Bitter Love,” Bai Hua eaid that he and Peng Ning wrote the 
script for the film. “Bitter Love” is now being shot in the Changchun Pile Studio 
by director Peng Ning and a file crew, and rewriting has been carried out as the 
shooting progresses. The rough print has now been completed, but further editing 
is still required. Sai Hua said that 4 novel is 4 creative work, and a fils, which 
is adopted from 4 novel, is aleo a creative work, so the two will not be exactly 
alike.
